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Sugar  stocks  in  42  selected  countries  totaled  5*4  million  short  tons  at 
the  beginning  of  the  1964-65  season.  These  countries  had  stocks  of  5.2 
million  tons  at  the  beginning  of  the  1963-64  year.  The  stock  figures 
do  not  include  invisible  stocks  which  became  rather  large  in  several 
countries • 

While  the  countries  included  in  this  report  account  for  about  two-thirds 
of  the  total  world  production  of  centrifugal  sugar,  drawdown  of  stocks 
in  other  areas  resulted  in  a  decline  for  the  world  as  a  whole.  This  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  Communist  Bloc  nations  are  not  included.  Therefore, 
while  world  consumption  for  the  year  1963-64  exceeded  production  by 
almost  one  million  tons,  there  was  a  slight  increase  in  "Free  World" 
stocks. 

Stocks  will  probably  increase  somewhat  during  the  1964-65  season,  from 
the  relatively  low  level  at  the  beginning  of  the  season.  While  world 
production  during  the  year  will  exceed  consumption  by  some  4  million 
tons,  a  large  part  of  the  buildup  will  be  in  Bloc  countries.  Production 
in  the  USSR  will  be  much  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  and  will  probably 
exceed  consumption  requirements.  Cuba  is  also  expected  to  have  a  sub- 
stantial production  increase  over  1963-64  and  will  be  shipping  to  Bloc 
countries . 

Stock  changes  for  most  of  the  countries  covered  by  this  study  were 
rather  minor  during  1963-64.  The  largest  increase  occurred  in  West 
Germany,  and  there  were  no  substantial  declines  in  any  of  these  coun- 
tries. Stocks  in  the  United  States  showed  an  increase  and  were  larger 
by  far  than  for  any  other  country.  The  most  notable  declines  took  place 
in  Argentina,  India,  the  Netherlands,  and  the  Republic  of  South  Africa. 
While  the  overall  level  of  stocks  is  not  much  different  than  for  the 
1955-59  average,  individual  countries  in  many  cases  show  big  differences. 
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Whereas  the  world  sugar  supply  situation  is  expected  to  ease  considerably 
during  the  196^-65  year,  the  world  still  is  not  especially  well  supplied. 
With  consumption  increasing,  it  is  generally  expected  that  reserves  would 
he  held  at  higher  levels.  The  present  relation  of  reserves  to  yearly 
consumption  is  the  lowest  in  several  years.  Recent  low  world  prices  for 
sugar  will  probably  encourage  more  movements  of  sugar  from  producing 
countries.  As  increased  amounts  of  sugar  become  available  from  the 
record  196^-65  crop,  it  can  be  expected  that  importing  countries  will 
build  up  their  reserves.  Importers  are  more  likely  to  increase  stocks 
on  a  low  market,  thereby  reducing  stocks  in  producing  countries. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  estimates  in  this  study  relate  to  carryover 
stocks  at  the  beginning  of  each  country's  season,  rather  than  the  quan- 
tities on  hand  on  a  particular  date  for  all  countries.  The  stock  figures, 
therefore,  in  most  instances  reflect  the  low  point  in  stocks  for  a  year 
in  the  individual  countries.  For  the  convenience  of  users,  the  month 
for  which  the  sugar-making  season  begins  is  shown  in  the  table  for  each 
country.
